TO 

Amend and extend the Law relating to the erection of 
Labourers’ Cottages in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1 . This Act may be cited as the Labourers’ Cottages (Ireland) Act, 

1897, and may be construed as one with the Labourers (Ireland) 
Acts, 1883 to 1892, and this Act and the said Acts may be cited as 
the Labourers’ Cottages (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1897. 

2. Wherever under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1891, 
] o a labourer’s cottage has been provided without a plot of land, or with 
a plot of land of less than a statute acre, the sanitary authority may, 
with the same powers, and in the same manner, and subject to the 
same restriction as in the case of the provision of a cottage under 
the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1892, provide a plot of land 
25 to be allotted to such cottage of such area ’as together with the plot 
(if any) already allotted thereto, shall not exceed a statute acre. 

3. Where a petition has been lodged against a provisional order 
of the Local Government Board under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 
1883 to 1892, the Local Government Board may, on the application 
20 of the sanitary authority, consider such petition, and, if they think 
the petitioner has no sufficient ground for his petition, dismiss it, 
and thereupon the provisional order shall have effect as if it had 
been confirmed by Order in Council. 
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
